1. At its 28th Meeting, on 22 April 1955* USCIBEC considered refer- 
ence (a) in light of reference (b) and the discussion at the meeting. 

2. USCIBEC recommends that reference (a) be approved with the 
understandings reflected in USCIBEC' s discussion of the matter as recorded 
in the final minutes of the meeting. These understandings are in essence 
as follows: 



a. Since the question of payment for the privilege of making a 
site survey has not arisen in the past, it probably won't arise in this 
case. If it should, the matter would have to be considered on its merits 
at the time. Since the Director, NSA would bring such a contingency to 
the attention of the Board in the normal course of events, there appears 
to be no need to try to provide for such a contingency at this time.
